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THE FOURTEEN CUT-OUT 
DECORATIONS AND CRETONNES 

Illustrated in this book have been carefully selected from all of the 
new season's productions, and are unquestionably the handsomest 
and most attractive mural examples that will be shown this year. 

The Cut-out Borders and Cretonnes have been created by the 
same artists, therefore, bear a perfectly harmonious relation to each 
other and present a decorative ensemble that is correct in every detail, 
and while these goods can be procured at a nominal cost, the quality of 
the materials used in their manufacture could not be improved 
\/ upon. 

For many years Cretonnes have been an important factor in 
England and France in interior decoration, and there are many uses 
to which these fabrics may be employed, such as window and door 
curtains, bed and couch covers, chair covers, sofa pillow covers, screens, 
lamp shades, etc. It has remained, however, to later suggestion to 
augment their use by the addition of harmonious creations in wall 
papers and Cut-out Borders to which oxir illustrations call attention, 
and by the combined use of these Cut-out Borders and perfectly 
matched Cretonnes, a very humble room may be given a most 
cheerful and refined appearance not to be arrived at by any other 
decorative method yet discovered. 

When Cretonnes are used in decoration, the sidewall papers 
should be in neutral tones, using such effects with the Cut-out Bor- 
ders as jaspes, stripes, shadow stripes, lace and neutral figured effects 
of quiet character, examples of which are here illustrated. 

The soft pastel colorings of the decorations cannot be reproduced 
with printers' ink, therefore, many of the fine shadings and figures so 
valuable in the ensemble of the borders, sidewalls and cretonnes, are 
lost in the illustrations which will be apparent when comparisons are 
made. However, we feel certain that those who study this 
booklet will acknowledge a most charming result, difficult to excel.
